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11ELPFUL CONCESSION 
The United States and Great Britain have 
offered, for the first time in all the years 
of postwar negotiation, to consider the 
problem of halting nuclear tests aside from 
the broad question of general disarmament. 
One might superficially conclude that, this 
represents a softening, a weakening, of the 
Western position relative to the Soviet 
Union. 
What it more truly represents is a will­ 
ingness to negotiate. 
Meaningful negotia­ 
tion cannot proceed without concessions 
from both sides. 
Apparently the talks in 
Geneva on suspension of nuclear tests had 
reached a stalemate that could be broken 
only by a major concession. 
This the 
United States and Britain have now made. 
It would be mere wishful thinking to sup­ 
pose that the way is automatically cleared 
for agreement on a nuclear test ban coupled 
with a workable detection and control sys­ 
tem. 
Nevertheless, by conceding a point 
to which they have clung for years the 
Western powers have placed the Russians; 
under great pressure to yield somewhat in 
their turn. 
As a practical matter, the Anglo-Amer­ 
ican concession does not seriously reduce 
the chances of a general disarmament pro­ 
gram. 
Indeed, there is reason to hope that, 
if it is found possible to ban nuclear tests 
and enforce the ban with a world inspec­ 
tion system, serious disarmament talks can 
be undertaken. 
That is a big if. 
But at least the Brit- 
ish-American concession has made it hard­ 
er for the Russians to keep on balking at 
international controls for any nuclear wea­ 
pons test ban.

"Long-haired men and short-haired women” bet­ 
ter tie stayed away from. 
Well, styles have changed. Nowadays when a 
woman says that she will let her hair grow long, 
she really means short but not as short as the 
Italian bob which is an attempt to make a girl 
look like a boy. Rut the wig is the last word and 
nobodv quite understands win any woman who 
has ail her hair needs to wear a wig except that 
the wig-makers want to live too and why not 
give them a break? 
Few women nowadays look naturally beauti­ 
ful. They fuss too much aiiout themselves. They 
make their hair look wooden by rinses and dyes 
and they put so much stuff on their face's that

IT MIGHT BE ADLAI 
Supporters of Adlai Stevenson have not 
given up hope that their champion will en­ 
ter the lists once more in 1960.

continued stature may yet bring him a 
third nomination. 
The Stevenson people’s aspirations were 
stimulated the other day when an audience 
of 1,000 Washingtonians paid to hear their 
man lecture on “The Political Relevance of 
Moral 
Principle.’’ 
Tlie 
conclusion 
they 
draw from this and other evidence is that 
there continues to be widespread interest 
in what Stevenson has to say. 
At this stage, it seems apparent that 
most of the political professionals in the 
Democratic party do not favor another 
Stevenson nomination. 
They shy away 
from the aura of defeat that surrounds any 
man who has gone down twice; they figure 
Stevenson is too “intellectual” to command 
the needed votes. Though they admire him, 
they doubt Ins ability to w in the election. 
The one thing that might change their 
opinion is a continued, and widening, show 
of popular interest in Stevenson’s views. 
This factor is especially important because 
no other potential candidate has either a 
commanding position as spokesman for the 
Democratic party or a strong hold on the 
popular imagination. The Stevenson possi­ 
bility cannot be discounted.

X-ray

some cases. Cortisone is useful in some. Gold in­ 
jections are also us 'd. 
But there are other kinds of arthritis or de­ 
generative' disorders which may involve tlie spine. 
In a few. like tuberculous arthritis, tlie cause is 
definitely known and the treatment well stan da rd­ 
ized 
In others, the cause is both unknown and 
the best treatment uncertain. 
Often an arthritis or degeneration of 
the 
tissues of the spline may be far advanced before 
producing any symptoms at all. This is shown by 
the frequent finding ot changes in tlie spine in an 
X-ray film taken for some other purpose when 
something in this region was not even suspected. 
One kind of arthritis of the spine is fairly 
common in elderly people and in people who are 
overweight. This is a sort of bone degeneration 
and is not accompanied by true inflammation. It 
generally does not produce any serious symptoms 
and can merely be considered a sign of advancing 
years. 
In many forms of spinal difficulty, a back brace 
is found useful 
A stiff mattress 
or a board 
under the mattress 
is also commonly recom­ 
mended. 
Sometimes 
heat, 
massage 
or 
other 
measures of physical therapy bring about con­ 
siderable relief. 
Arthritis of the spine always requires an ac­ 
curate diagnosis which can only he obtained by 
careful examination and by X-rgiys. For most 
people, a spinal arthritis is more of an unpleasant 
disability than it is a danger to life or general 
liealt h.

Gordon Explains Elections; 
Defends the State Contracts 


Candidates for the Board of 
Education of the Onteora Cen­ 
tral Schools run on an at-large ! 
basis and any person can file a 
nominating petition if it has 25 
legal signatures, president of the 
board Philip Gordon told m em ­ 
bers of the Woodstock P-TA. 
In the early days of Onteora 
centralization, Gordon explained, 
there was a gentlem an’s agree­ 
ment that each of the three orig­ 
inal districts—Shandaken, Olive 
and part of Woodstock township 
- would have three representa­ 
tives serving three years on the 
nine-man board. 
With the addition of other dis­ 
tricts like West 
Hurley, other 
Hurley sections and others, the 
theoretical 
balance 
no 
longer 
w as feasible. 
In 1957, the legis­ 
lature changed the length of the 
term to five years. 
The theory of equality of rep­ 
resentation is now superseded by 
a policy of trying to elect the 
best qualified persons from any 
part of the central district. N om ­ 
inating petitions must be filed 14 
days prior to the annual meeting. 
A Rich D istrict 
Commenting on other phases 
of the ci ntral district setup, Gor­ 
don noted that the district has a 
total of $76,000.u00 of true as­ 
sessable valuation, making it one 
of the richest school districts in 
the state of N e w York. 
It costs 
approximately 8139.32 a voar to 
maintain a kindergarten through 
sixth grade pupil; approximately 
$1.74.15 for those from seventh 
through high school.

Gordon emphasized that meet-

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ings of the Onteora

Flducation are open to the public 
at all times. 
“I don’t think w7e have had 
more than one executive m e e t­ 
ings 
since 
centralization,”

The board president vigorously 
defended the policy of making 
purchases for the school district 
through state contracts, a proce­ 
dure which has been given con­ 
siderable' publicity as the result

fuel 
and road oil through such con­ 
tract s. 
“P u rc h a ses through state con­ 
tracts gives the lowest possible 
price,” said Gordon. “We 
pur­ 
chase cars, carryalls and other 
items through state contracts.” 
Moral Obligation 
Gordon said th at as a private 
citizens people had the right to 
purchase w herever they saw fit.
